Hearing  of  persons  interested  in  or  objecting  to  the  decision  of  the  Planning  Department 
dated  April  10,  2007,  Case  No.  2005.0842E,  (Building  Permit  Application  No. 
2005.06.16.5311),  exempting  from  environmental  review  under  Categorical  Exemption 
Class  1 [State  Guidelines,  Section  15301(e)].  The  proposal  would  add  a new  basement  and 
construct  an  underground  parking  garage  for  five  vehicles.
